MATERIALS AND FUEL. The cost of materials totalled 
£169,135,860 (£152,590,119) and fuel, etc. £12,897,443 (£12,499,442). 
An increasing quantity of Leigh Creek coal is used each year, the 
tonnage for the last 2 years being 452,9h9 (434,202) compared with 
all other coal 692,022 (633,666) tons. 


OUTPUT VALUE. The gross value of output was £293,061,015 
(£265,311,023), increase £27,749,992. There are 137 classified 
individual industries. Of these, 9/7 showed increased output value 
whilst 4O recorded decreases. 


Industries with greatest increases were Cement & Cement Gooc., 
Paints, Plant & Equipment, Smelting, Motor Bodies, Sheet Metal, 
Pipes & Tubes (Metal), Joinery, Printing, Electricity. Greatest 
decreases were noted in Woolscouring, Tailoring, Flour, Jam & Fruit 
Preserving and Wineries. 


PRODUCTION VALUE. The value of output does not give a true 
indication of the value of factory production, primarily because of 
duplication between industries. A better measure of value of work 
done in factories is obtained by deducting from the value of output, 
the cost of raw materials, containers, power, fuel, light, oil, water, 
tools replaced and repairs to plant. The net result thus obtained 
represents the value added in the process of manufacture. The total 
was £111,027, 712 (£100,221,462), which showed an increase of 


£10, 806, 250. 


PREMISES AND PLANT. The value recorded for Land and Buildings 
was £42,132,610 (£36,579,455) whilst Plant and Machinery totalled 
Bae sult, 719 (£6, 788,007). Estimated values for rented premises 
and plant have been included in these figures. 


COMPARISON WITH 1938-39. Compared ce the pre-war years
